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The meeting of January 23, 2019 was called to order at 7:30 PM by Mayor Dan M. Foy in the
Council Chambers at 6530 West 79" Street Burbank, 11.

Mayor Foy requested a roll call which indicated the following members present: Alderwoman Barb
Gagle, Alderman Robert Contreras, Alderwoman Sheri Gustafson, Alderman James Grider,
Alderman John Pacella, Alderman Mitchell Piznarski, Alderman Jason Pyle, Mayor Dan Foy, Clerk
Barry J. Szymczak, Treasurer Dean Viverito and City Attorney Vince Cainkar.

Mayor Foy asked all to rise for the Pledge of Allegiance.

Alderman James Grider made a motion seconded by Alderwoman Gustafson to approve the minutes
of January 9, 2019. The motion was unanimously approved by voice vote and so declared by the
Chair.

Alderman Grider then made a motion seconded by Alderwoman Gagle to approve the current list of
bills. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting Aye: Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman
Contreras. Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider, Alderman Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and
Alderman Pyle.

Alderman Mitch Piznarski made a motion seconded by Alderman Contreras to adopt Resolution #1-
1-19 indemnifying the Tllinois Department of Transportation for work performed on state highways.
A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting Aye: Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman Contreras,
Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider, Alderman Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and Alderman

Pyle.

Fire Chief Dave Gilgenberg Il reported that the City will be participating in a “9-1-1” Smart System
service in which residents can register their basic information, free of charge, with the emergency
dispatch center, which could expedite emergency response time when calls are made. More
information on this program will be available in the Spring 2019 City Newsletter. The Chief also
reported that the City has taken possession of the new heart monitors and they would be ready for
display at a future Council meeting.

The Chair recognized Charles Bandusky 8548 South LaVergne who inquired about the proposed
Dunkin Donuts property. Mayor Foy said that there has been significant progress and Spring looks
like a set time for finalization. Mr. Bandusky also inquired about vacant houses throughout the
City. Blight Officer Dave Wilson said he is aware of the locations and that the City is doing
everything it can to deal with the situation. Finally, Mr. Bandusky inquired about the proposed
hotel progress. City Attorney Vince Cainkar informed him that ground-breaking should take place
in late Spring 2019.
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The Chair then invited anyone from Reavis High School to have their government class forms
signed at the adjournment of the Council Meeting.

There being no further business, the Chair asked for a motion to adjourn. The motion was made by
Alderman Contreras and seconded by Alderman Pyle with unanimous voice approval and so
declared by the Chair.
